HE martial spirit in the air is a most 
satisfactory sign. Though we have it on 
the high authority of Lord Salisbury’s 


Guildhall speech that Peace is assured for | 


the present, yet there can be no mistaking the 
firm determination of the Government and the 
People to be prepared for any emergency 
in the near or distant future. ‘ Defence— 
not -Defiance!’’ is still the motto of our 
gallant Volunteers, whose free and cheerful 
sacrifice of their leisure to make themselves 
efficient soldiers may be pointed to as a practical 
proof of patriotism unequalled by any foreign 
nation. Field-Marshal H.R.H. the Duke of 
Cambridge—the Grand Old Man of our Army— 
showed himself quite ‘‘in touch” with the 
spirit of the moment when, in distributing 
the prizes to the smart Middlesex Yeomanry, 
at St. James’s Hall, last Saturday night, he 
earnestly said he had the greatest admiration 
for the Volunteer service and for the Yeomanry. 
This admiration has been nobly earned. The 
love of country which has for centuries animated 
the Honourable Artillery Company—the most 
ancient military body in the kingdom—has now 
stimulated the entire nation.

Dr. Jackson Lang, 54, Maddox Street, surgeon, said that 
the post-mortem showed that the heart was small and 
weak. There was congestion of all the internal organs, 
and an e fusion of blood on the under side of the right side 
of the brain. The immediate cause of death was heart- 
failure combined with this pressure of blood on the brain.
